Historic QSLs 


In researching old QSL cards for next month’s From the Editor narrative, | leaned on a notorious QSL collector, 
Jim McCook, W6YA for some help. Jim’s response was so interesting that | thought I’d share it with the entire 
membership (TNX, Jim!) Here is Jim’s story: 


Old QSL cards are always fun to talk about. | know you share this interest. Hopefully there is still a spark of 
interest among a few DXers. | know it’s fading, though. I’ll just throw out some things and you can pick out 
whatever you’re looking for. There are further details in my two PDF files shown at the top of the hamgal- 


lery.com/gsl/deleted web page. 


| have never traded or bought any old cards. My sources have all been old friends who became SK and left 
their cards to me. | am honored to have them because they are like fine old books that tell fascinating stories, 
especially when connected together by operators’ names and dates. They represent the geopolitical changes 
in the world over time. They represent people moving around to different countries. They represent DXing by 
my old buddies, which make their cards even more meaningful. 


| have always focused on old post WWII cards, as well as the ones from special prefixes that were seen in coun- 
tries occupied by Allies following WWII. For instance, | was surprised to see a VU7BR card that was from Bah- 
rain, I|GbUSA and MI3FG from Eritrea, and so on. 


| have QSLs from all the deleted ones, including W60DD/CR8, which is considered to be the rarest of all DX 
QSLs. The most exciting moment in sorting was when | was given the W6ITA/WE6RR cards before Gordon 
passed away. After going through over half the cards | suddenly came across the holy grail: W6ODD/CR8. 
When | sent a scan of it to HamGallery.com, K8CX said it was the third one known to exist. 


The deleted ones were of special interest to me because | had missed 21 of the 62, mostly due to being QRT for 
school through most of the ‘60s and by being born too late. | have cards from special SK friends W6CUQ/K6ZO, 
W6ITA/WERR, W6BZE, W6PBI, W6AVM/K6TX, W6UCX/WKG6E, K6ENX/WE6PT, W6IBD/WEEE. These fine DXers 
were active when propagation was far better than it is now. 


Most of the rare DX stations in the early post WWII years were using low power and simple wire antennas. 25 
or 50 watt transmitters with dipoles were common. Many were using less than 10 watts. 


W6BZE, W6PBI and W6PT were all members of SDDXC. W6BZE was a charter member and W6PBI was a char- 
ter member when the club formed in 1949, and the last of the charter members to be SK. When he was 
XU1YO in 1946 he worked W6GRL. Later, when W6GRL was in China setting up communication for Chiang Kai- 
shek, he was XU6GRL. He worked W6PBI back in the USA to complete a double 2-way China USA QSO. Otto, 
W6PT, was XU8MII in China before WWII. 


| have stopped getting QSL confirmations now because the ones being sent out are more like travel postcards 
than real QSLs. 


Let me know if there are other details you want. If anyone is interested in these old cards they are welcome to 
visit and see these pieces of world ham history.

SOTA: Summits on the Air 


This month’s guest speaker will be Christian Claborne, N1CLC, who 

will present on SOTA, which stands for “Summits On the Air’.
